Car-free. Business 
owner says move would 
be good for safety

The city is looking to block 
off parts of Whyte Avenue to 
vehicle traffic as part of a new 
pilot project set to launch this 
fall. 

They’re calling it “Car-free 
Whyte Avenue,” with officials 
proposing a barricade set up 
along Whyte Avenue from 102 
Street to 107 Street Friday or Sat¬ 
urday late at night as a means to 
control traffic on the busy strip 
starting in late October. 

“We know that Whyte Av¬ 
enue is busy on Friday and 
Saturday nights. There’s about 
10,000 licensed seats and the 
combination of those seats and 
the fact that it’s a real vibrant 


hospitality destination means 
there can be more people out 
late on Whyte Avenue on a Fri¬ 
day and Saturday night than 
there is on Saturday’s farmers’ 
market,” said Angela Turner, 
program manager at Respon¬ 
sible Hospitality Edmonton. 

Although timelines and 
dates need to be confirmed, the 
pilot street closure would be 
one night at a time, rolling out 
during busy weekends such as 
St. Patrick’s Day. The closure 
start time is also unknown 

— with Turner suggesting 11 
p.m. or midnight and possibly 
continuing until at least 3 a.m. 

— but that will be decided by 
Edmontonians who fill out 
a survey, launched Tuesday, 
about the pilot project. 

“We just want to do what 
we can to give people a little 
more space and improve the 
safety,” said Turner. 

The portion of the popu¬ 
lar night-life destination will 
be closed off to public traffic 


through manned barricades, 
but will still allow passage 
for city buses and emergency 
vehicles. A designated taxi area 
would be put in place outside 
of the barricaded area. 

O’Byme’s general manager 
Cathal O’Byme says the closure 
will only mean good things for 
the busy strip and his business. 

“I think it would benefit 
Whyte Avenue in general safe¬ 
ty-wise because I notice there’s 
a lot of accidents. It’s not only 
the general public that may 
end up on the road; it’s our 
staff trying to get people taxis,” 
he said.

Councillors move 
to add density to 
mature areas 

City councillors pushed 
ahead with sweeping chan¬ 
ges to zoning bylaws aimed 
at paving the way for more 
infill development and cre¬ 
ating a denser Edmonton. 

At the community 
services committee meet¬ 
ing Tuesday, administra¬ 
tion was asked to draft 
changes to zoning bylaws 
to allow the splitting of 
single-family lots in mature 
neighbourhoods and to 
allow garden or garage 
suites. 

Coun. Andrew Knack 
said the changes are 
needed to curb sprawl and 
encourage revitalization of 
older neighbourhoods. 

“They seem to be easy 
ways that most people 
support in terms of get¬ 
ting more people into our 
neighbourhoods,” he said. 

Dozens of mature areas, 
where current zoning only 
allows single-family homes, 
will be open for change if 
the draft bylaws pass when 
they come back to council 
injanuaiy. 

Tegan Martin-Diysdale, 
with the Infill Developers 
Association of Edmonton, 
was among those who 
pleaded with councillors 
during the hearing to make 
the changes. 

Martin-Diysdale 
suggested the zoning of 
mature communities must 
reflect today’s world. 

“Our economic and 
social issues have changed 
in the last 50 years and this 
zoning map is no longer 
relevant,” she said. 

Coun. Michael Walters 
said he knows there will 
be some who don’t want to 
see these changes, but he 
believes the city can man¬ 
age that.

as well as duplex properties. 

Kim Olson, president of 
the area’s community league, 
said zoning changes, com¬ 
bined with interest in living 
closer to the core, have really 
pushed up the land value in 
the area. 

“All of a sudden these 
houses that were inner-city 
and weren’t really considered 
very important... are a viable 


option for people,” she said. 

Olson said many of the 
small bungalows in the 
neighbourhood have been 
converted into two skinny 
homes after the lot was split. 

Olson said the changes 
have their upsides and down¬ 
sides, but the area is trying 
to embrace them because it 
feels the change is likely com¬ 
ing anyway. 

“You can look at the glass 
half full or half empty. It’s 
kind of up to you,” she said. 

Olson said she would like 
to see the city embrace a 
system to give communities 
more of a say in the design of 
homes, which she said would 
make communities more 


open to infill. 

“It gives you a chance to 
get some control over the 
changes that you see,” she 
said. 

Jim Strobl, a ReMax realtor 
who has sold homes in the 
area, said he’s seeing more 
properties sold with infill de¬ 
velopment in mind. 

“You’re dealing with the 
age of properties plus the size 
of the lots that make it easier 
to rezone,” he said. 

He said he welcomes the 
change, because it means the 
city can stop outward sprawl. 

“We’re just getting so big 
and we’re reaching out so far, 
where we have real potential 
in the city.”

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Leadership race Prentice 
pledges to restore 
post-secondary funding 


The perceived front-runner 
in the race to replace former 
premier Alison Redford has 
pledged to restore the remain¬ 
ing funds cut from Alberta’s 
post-secondary sector in the 
2013 budget. 

A campaign representative 
confirmed Tuesday that Jim 
Prentice, one of three vying 
to lead the provincial Toiy 
party, made the commitment 
to provincial institutions dur¬ 
ing a forum in Edmonton the 
night before. 

Prentice wasn’t available 
Tuesday, however, for an inter¬ 
view to discuss his platform, 
said spokesman Bill Anderson. 
Still, the potential of a cash¬ 
flow bump was enough to ex¬ 
cite Mount Royal University 
president David Docherty. 

“I think there’s a recogni¬ 
tion that there’s 100,000 more 
people coming to Alberta 
eveiy year,” Docherty said. 
“Anything we can do to in¬ 
crease access — and restoring 
the funding is going towards 
increasing access for students 
— I more than welcome that.” 


Docherty made it clear he 
wasn’t endorsing Prentice in 
the ongoing race and hadn’t 
heard the comments from 
Prentice himself. 

Mount Royal was one of 
the schools hit hardest by a 
nine-per-cent turnaround in 
once-promised funding in the 
2013 budget. In all, $147 mil¬ 
lion was cut from the sector 
and many schools were forced 
to cut programs, staff and trim 
student spaces in response. 

The province has since re¬ 
turned $82.5 million in fund¬ 
ing, but some schools remain 
well short of projections from 
a few years ago. 

Fellow Tory leadership 
candidate Thomas Lulcaszulc, 
who was in charge of the 
province’s advanced edu¬ 
cation ministiy when the 
budgetaiy axe came down, 
said Prentice’s plan for fund¬ 
ing both post-secondaiy and 
primaiy education “defies 
mathematics and logic.”

raised at the institution, to 
everyone’s benefit.

“It’s really about provid¬ 
ing a service to the com¬ 
munity, rather than just be¬ 
ing law enforcement,” she 
said.

Province tightens rules on use of government planes 


The Alberta government is 
tightening rules for govern¬ 
ment aircraft following a 
harsh report that outlined in¬ 
appropriate use of the planes 
by former premier Alison 
Redford. 

Finance Minister Doug 


Horner said that guests or 
family members on the 
planes will have to be pre¬ 
approved and commercial 
flight options considered. 

A quarterly update with 
details of all flights and their 
costs is also to be done, he 


said Tuesday. 

A ban on using the planes 
for out-of-province travel 
remains. Redford brought 
in the restriction after ques¬ 
tions arose last spring about 
her travel habits, including a 
$45,000 trip to South Africa 


for Nelson Mandela’s funeral. 

Horner said it will be up to 
whomever is chosen Alberta 
premier next month in the 
Tory leadership race to make 
any further changes. 

Earlier this month, aud¬ 
itor general Merwan Saher 


found that Redford and her 
office used government air¬ 
craft for personal and parti¬ 
san use. 

He said there was an “aura 
of power” surrounding Red¬ 
ford and her office, along 
with “a perception that the 


influence of the office should 
not be questioned.” 

Dave Hancock, who took 
over from Redford when 
she resigned as premier 
in March, apologized for 
the misuse of the planes.

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Rocket fire brings Israel-Hamas talks to end 


Negotiations’ fate 

in question. Israel 
walks out of Egypt 
talks, raising fears of 
resumption of fighting 


An Egyptian effort to broker 
an end to a month-long war 
between Israel and Hamas 
militants in the Gaza Strip 
appeared to collapse Tuesday 
after Israel walked out on the 


talks in response to a barrage 
of Palestinian rocket fire. 

“The Cairo talks were 
based on an agreed premise 
of a total cessation of hos¬ 
tilities,” Israeli government 
spokesman Mark Regev said. 
“When Hamas breaks the 
ceasefire, they also break the 
premise for the Cairo talks. 
Accordingly, the Israeli team 
has been called back as a re¬ 
sult of today’s rocket fire.” 

The breakdown dealt a 
harsh blow to nearly a week 


of Egyptian-led diplomacy 
meant to end weeks of fight¬ 
ing that has killed more than 
2,000 Palestinians, most of 
them civilians, according to 
Palestinian and UN officials. 
Sixty-seven Israelis, including 
three Israelis, have also been 
killed. It has been the heavi¬ 
est fighting between Israel 
and Hamas since the Islamic 
militant group seized control 
of Gaza in 2007. 

Hours before Tuesday’s 
deadline, Palestinian mil¬ 


itants fired three rockets into 
Israel. The militaiy said the 
rockets landed in open areas 
near the southern Israeli city 
of Beersheba. 

Later, Israel said it inter¬ 
cepted two more rockets over 
southern Israel. 

Hamas police officials in 
Gaza said there were at least 
25 airstrilces across Gaza. 
Medical officials said seven 
people were wounded, in¬ 
cluding two children.

A new report by Canada’s vet¬ 
erans watchdog says nearly half 
of Canada’s most disabled ex¬ 
soldiers are not receiving a gov¬ 
ernment allowance intended 
to compensate them for their 
physical and mental wounds. 

Veterans ombudsman Guy 
Parent concluded that those re¬ 
ceiving the permanent impair¬ 
ment allowance, along with 
a recently introduced supple¬ 
ment, are only awarded the 
lowest grade of the benefit. 

The criteria used to evaluate 
disability do not match the in¬ 
tent of the allowance, and the 
guidelines are too restrictive,

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Death of aboriginal 
girl, age 15, renews 
calls for inquiry 


Tina Fontaine. She

The death of a 15-year-old ab¬ 
original girl found wrapped 
in a bag and dumped in the 
Red River is prompting re¬ 
newed calls for a national in- 
quiiy into missing and mur¬ 
dered aboriginal women. 

Tina Fontaine had been in 
Winnipeg less than a month 
when she ran away from fos¬ 
ter care. Her petite body was 
discovered Sunday in the riv¬ 
er and police are treating her 
death as a homicide. 

Manitoba Aboriginal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Eric Robinson 



said his first thought when 
he heard about Tina’s death 
was, “Not another one.” For 
two decades, Robinson said, 
he’s been working with ab¬ 
original families who have 
lost daughters, sisters, aunts 
and mothers. 

A national inquiry into 
missing and murdered ab¬ 


original women is the only 
way many families will get 
the answers they deserve, 
Robinson suggested. So far, 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er’s Conservative govern¬ 
ment has rebuffed all calls for 
such a probe. 

“They don’t view it as a 
priority,” Robinson said. “I 
don’t know what their policy 
advisers are telling them.” 

A spokeswoman for fed¬ 
eral Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay said she was working 
on a response. 

The discoveiy of her 
body has touched a nerve in 
Manitoba, where almost half 
the women who have been 
murdered since 1980 were 
aboriginal. A vigil to honour 
the teen was being planned 
for Tuesday evening near the 
docks where her body was

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Lax oversight before train derailment: Report 


Lac-Megantic, Que. 

Report finds 18 factors 
led to the death of 47 
people last summer 


The combination of a lack of 
government oversight and a 
penny-pinching railway con¬ 
tributed to the deadly oil-train 
disaster that devastated Lac- 
Megantic, says a report tabled 


Tuesday by Canada’s Transpor¬ 
tation Safety Board. 

The federal agency’s report, 
the first comprehensive ac¬ 
count of last summer’s crash to 
be released to the public, identi¬ 
fied 18 key factors it says led to 
the Quebec catastrophe. 

Among them, the TSB point¬ 
ed to roles it says were played 
by the Montreal, Maine and 
Atlantic Railway and Transport 
Canada in the tanker crash, 
an incident that came amid a 


growing pan-continental, oil- 
by-rail industiy. 

“Who was the guardian 
of public safety?” TSB chair 
Wendy Tadros said in Lac-Me¬ 
gantic, where the report was 
unveiled. 

“That is the role of govern¬ 
ment. To provide checks and 
balances — oversight. 

“And yet this booming in¬ 
dustiy, where unit trains were 
shipping more and more oil 
across Canada and across the 


border, ran largely unchecked.” 

The agency launched its 
yearlong investigation after the 
MMA train broke loose from its 
parking spot uphill of Lac-Me¬ 
gantic in July 2013 and crashed 
into the community, killing 
47 people. Almost all of the 63 
derailed tank cars, which were 
filled with volatile crude, rup¬ 
tured in the derailment and set 
off huge explosions that were 
even spotted by satellites in

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LIVABLE JUST A SYNONYM FOR AWESOME 


It’s that time of year again, when the Econo¬ 
mist Intelligence Unit publishes its global 
livability survey — and the results set every¬ 
one’s hair on fire. 

This year, I’m writing from the world’s 
No. 3 most livable city, Vancouver. Appar¬ 
ently, Vancouver’s not as livable as No. 1 Mel¬ 
bourne (for the fourth year in a row) and No. 

2 Vienna. Try the Sachertorte. 

But it’s more livable than No. 4 Toronto 
and No. 5 Calgary, which, if you’re a Vancou¬ 
verite, just makes sense. The Economist 
operatives must check out the contending 
cities in January, when it’s hard to tell Toron¬ 
to or Calgary from Tuktoyalctuk. 

The cities are judged on five categories: 
stability, health care, education, infrastructure, culture 
and environment, which is why Damascus, Syria, is cur¬ 
rently one of the world’s least livable cities according to 
the Economist. It has none of the above. 

Those of us blessed with an abundance of stability, etc. 


do have a tendency to look our gift horses 
in the mouth. 

Some of the comments in the Mel¬ 
bourne Herald Sun sound as though being 
in the world’s most livable city isn’t so 
hot: 

“This story does not mention the high 
unemployment rate, the difficulties in 
finding work and the shortage of jobs, it 
doesn’t include information such as hous¬ 
ing shortages or affordability,” gripes 
commenter Susan. 

Or this from Barry: “Who the hell 
judges these things? A perfect score for 
health? They would have to be joking.” 
Every year, denizens of real cities such 
as London or Paris dismiss such nonsense with an imper¬ 
ial flick of the wrist. To hear them tell it, “livable” is a 
synonym for “boring”. Mind the gap! 

I’m celebrating my 25th year in the world’s third-most- 
livable land and I have to admit, there are days — when 


the cloud cover is a couple metres above my head, it’s so 
wet the seagulls look like drowned rats with wings, and 
there’s a 30-minute wait to get across the “scenic” Lions 
Gate Bridge — that I’d rather be in Calgary. At least Da¬ 
mascus is usually sunny. 

But there are days, such as today and most days, when 
there’s nowhere else I’d rather be, swaddled in the soft 
virtues of Vancouver. 

And I’ve felt the same way on an outdoor patio in the 
Beach or running along the Bow River in the sunshine, 
seconds from downtown. 

Think about it. Three of the world’s most livable cities, 
according to a reliable source, are in Canada. Only Aus¬ 
tralia, with four, does better. 

And isn’t that what we all want? A well-rounded diet of 
livability? If Vancouver were a vegetable it would be kale. 
Toronto’s already got Cabbagetown. And in Calgary, fries 
are a vegetable, aren’t they? 

We must be doing something right. As we go forward 
into an uncertain future, it would be a good idea to re¬ 
member that.

Robert Rodriguez, co-direc¬ 
tor of Sin City: A Dame to 
Kill For, has assembled an 
impressive cast of marquee 
names for the long awaited 
followup to 2005’s Sin City. 

Actors like Jessica Alba, 
Rosario Dawson and Bruce 
Willis are returning from 
the first instalment, while 
newcomers to the series in¬ 
clude Joseph Gordon-Levitt, 
Eva Green and Josh Brolin. 

Rodriguez welcomes 
back another name, Lady 
Gaga, who he first cast in 
Machete Kills. 

“When I asked if she 
was interested in acting she 
said, ‘I studied acting and I 
always wanted to be in one 
of your movies because of 
the theatricality and the 
showmanship.” 

When she finished 
shooting her role of a dead¬ 
ly assassin in Machete Kills, 
Rodriguez tweeted, “Holy 
Smokes. Blown away!” and 
promptly cast the singer in 
A Dame to Kill For. 

For years, directors have 
looked to musicians to bring 
their natural charisma to 
the screen. Perhaps no one 
more than Nicolas Roeg has 
explored the potential for 
rock stars to become movie 
stars. “They have,” he said, 
“a greater ability to light up 
the screen than actors.” 

In 1970 Roeg and co¬ 
director Donald Cammell 
made the psychedelic 
crime drama Perform¬ 
ance, starring Mick Jagger 
in his first on screen role. 
The Rolling Stone played 
the mysterious Mr. Turner,

a jaded former rock star 
who gives shelter to a vio¬ 
lent East London gangster 
(James Fox). In 2009 Film 
Comment declared Mick 
Jagger’s Turner the best per¬ 
formance by a musician in 
a movie. 

Next came The Man Who 
Fell to Earth, an existential 
sci-fi film about an extra¬ 
terrestrial named Thomas 
Jerome Newton, starring a 
perfectly cast David Bowie 
in his feature film debut. 
Roeg says he “really came 
to believe that Bowie was a 
man who had come to Earth 
from another galaxy. His 
actual social behavior was 
extraordinary. He seemed 
to be alone — which is what 
Newton is in the film — iso¬ 
lated and alone.” 

Finally, Bad Timing was 
advertised as a “terrifying 
love story” and called “a sick 
film made by sick people for 
sick people” by its own dis¬ 
tributor. Art Garfunlcel, of 
60s folk duo Simon and Gar- 
funlcel, stars as a psychology 
professor living in Vienna 
whose sadistic relationship 
with a pill addicted woman 
(Theresa Russell) ends with 
a battle for her life. The 
sexually explicit film was 
difficult for the actors, and 
at one point Garfunlcel even 
wanted out. Over martinis 
Roeg told his nervous actor, 
“I must ask you to trust that 
I know where I’m going. It’s 
a maze, but there is an end 
to it.’” 

Garfunlcel stayed on, de¬ 
livering a performance that 
the New York Times called 
“very credible.”

Nashville Outlaws. 

Tribute album lets 
country music's biggest 
stars shout at the devil 


Vince Neil and Nikki Sixx 
spent so much time hanging 
out with country artists for 
a Motley Criie tribute album 
that they know how to write 
the classic country song. 

First, the subject of a 
country ballad isn’t that far 
from the life of a rock ’n’ 
roller, the blond lead singer 
said as he sat in a Nashville, 
Tennessee hotel next to 
guitarist Sixx. 

“You’re young and you go 
out drinking, drugging and 
writing songs,” Neil said. 
“Bad stuff happens: You lose 
your wife, your house, your 
car.” 

“And you write a song 
about it,” Sixx chimed in. 

Instead of a clash of cul¬ 
tures on the 15-song album, 
Nashville Outlaws: A Tribute 
to Motley Criie, Nashville’s 
country crooners welcomed 
the teased-hair, leather-clad 


metal band whose rock an¬ 
thems helped define the 
’80s. 

Backed by Big Machine 
Label Group CEO Scott 
Borchetta, who brought to 


the album his wide roster 
of artists including Rascal 
Flatts, Florida Georgia Line 
and Brantley Gilbert, the 
multi-genre approach fits 
right in with younger fans of 


country music whose tastes 
fall all over the radio dial. 

Motley Crue, who are 
in the middle of their final 
tour in the United States 
and Canada, had no input on 



the artists or how the songs 
were performed. The stand¬ 
out performances sound 
very little like the electric 
guitar heavy originals, such 
as when LeAnn Rimes sings 
Smokin’ in the Boys Room 
with a horn section or when 
The Mavericks bring their 
Cuban country beat to Dr. 
Feelgood. 

Big & Rich, Darius Ruck¬ 
er, Gretchen Wilson and 
Justin Moore also appear on 
the album. For some of the 
artists, it was the lyrics and 
emotions that drew them to 
the project.

France. Camp by the sea, not by the Champs-Elysees 



Think camping is a Can¬ 
adian pastime? In the 
land of Chanel, countless 
French families celebrate 
summer in the great out¬ 
doors at 10,000 campsites 
nationwide, half of Eur¬ 
ope’s total. 

It’s rural France at 
its most flexible and re¬ 


laxed. Options range from 
frugal to fabulous. Pack a 
tent, fly into any French 
airport, rent a car and head 
out. 

One such campground 
is the lie de Re on the mid- 
Atlantic coast. The cost 
starts at 16 euro ($21.50) 
with a bridge toll. 


Re is best seen by bi¬ 
cycle. The island, 30 kilo¬ 
metres long and 5 kilo¬ 
metres wide, is flat as a 
pancake with one of Eur¬ 
ope’s most extensive bi¬ 
cycling networks. 

Paved paths run 
through salt beds and 
vineyards. Haggle at rental 


bike shops in one of the 10 
villages, not at the camp¬ 
site, to save money. 

You can camp beside 
the beach on Re’s sandy 
south coast. Nature here 
is genuinely wild: At high 
tide, the sand’s been swal¬ 
lowed up; six hours later, 
you can walk a half kilo¬ 


metre into the Atlantic, 
in bath-like calm, before 
your feet leave the muddy 
sand. 

Hundreds of parked bi¬ 
cycles — and zero cars — 
mark the beach entrances, 
flanked by surf schools 
and catamaran clubs.

To make it in Lisbon, you need 
two things: a supernatural pair 
of walking shoes and an appe¬ 
tite for cod and green wine. 

I had both, but fresh off the 
airport shuttle and wandering 
around the waffle-lilce Baixa 
neighbourhood — a jumble 
of criss-crossed streets — I’d 
also need to be OK with be¬ 
ing comically lost all the time. 
Somewhere around here was a 
boutique hostel that would be 
my base for two days. 

I’d been told that the Baixa’s 
Living Lounge was a trailblazer 
in a city-wide hostel move¬ 
ment that has afforded travel¬ 
lers with such high standards 
that hostels have become syn¬ 
onymous with hotels. Once I’d 


located the second-floor hostel, 
slung my large backpack into a 
luggage-only elevator and wait¬ 
ed for my room in a pristine 
living area with high ceilings, I 
understood why. 

Later, in search of my first 
meal, recommended to me by 
the hostel owner, I slid along 
Rua da Prata’s glossy mosaic 
tiles until the towering Arch 
of Triumph — a gateway to the 
Pra^a do Comercio or “Trade 
Square” — took my breath 
away. The majestic arch over¬ 
looks the river, and I walked 
along the Avenue Ribeira das 
Naus delighted to see the side¬ 
walk slope into the waters of 
the Rio Tejo. 

Eventually, I found the 
unassuming Solar do Kadete, 
where the owners were cook¬ 
ing seafood on a blackened 
grill. Seated under a grubby 
white awning, my cravings 
were sated with the grilled 
bacalhau (cod) and vinho verde 
(green wine, due to its young 
age). After lunch, I ventured 
into the Bairro Alto, a hilly 
neighbourhood where yel¬ 
low trams tremble through 
cobbled streets. Between the 
churches and viewpoints,

there was enough here to pass 
an afternoon before dinner in 
the nearby Cais do Sodre area, 
where the fishing equipment 


shop-tumed-restaurant Sol e 
Pesca offers hundreds of colour¬ 
ful tins of sardines and tuna. 
The next morning, I took a 



bus west of downtown to the 
Belem district, where among 
the vestiges of Portugal’s pros¬ 
perity as a colonial power was

the 177-year-old Casa Pasteis 
de Belem, the birthplace of 
the Portuguese custard tart, or 
pastel de nata. It’s not that I 
didn’t value the Belem tower’s 
river views; I just appreciated 
a freshly baked nata so much 
more. That night, I was back 
in the Bairro, sipping Darjee¬ 
ling and nursing blistered feet 
at the Pavilhao Chines (Chi¬ 
nese Pavilion). What had once 
been a groceiy store was now 
an iconic bar with five rooms 
chock-full of the owner’s col¬ 
lections of model warplanes, 
Japanese fans and inordinate 
kitsch in between. There was 
something for everyone in 
this bar. It figured.

an easy Stovetop Cobbler that 
will combine the best of sum¬ 
mer flavours. 

This cobbler is great on its 
own, with ice cream or with 
the cinnamon twirl sticks in 
the recipe. 

Cobblers usually have the 
pastry right on top of the fruit. 
This recipe leaves the pastiy 
off to the side so you can see 
the vibrant colour of the ber¬ 
ries. 

A crisp puff pastry cinna¬ 
mon stick is the perfect choice. 
You can make the cinnamon 
sticks ahead of time and crisp 
them up again in the oven be¬ 
fore serving the cobbler. 

Cooking the berries on the 
stove helps retain their juici¬ 
ness and their shape.

Because of the increased global¬ 
ization of the business world, 
it’s not unusual for many of¬ 
fice workers to have colleagues 
who live in far-flung places 
around the world. 

But constantly video-con¬ 
ferencing and emailing with 
people you may never meet 
in person has its challenges, 
especially if you know noth¬ 
ing about the cultural mores 
of your new colleagues. In her 
new book, The Culture Map: 
Breaking Through the Invisible 
Boundaries of Global Business, 
author and business professor 
Erin Meyer provides readers 
with a blueprint for navigat¬ 
ing the sometimes-rocky road 
of cross-cultural business rela¬ 
tions. 

“What I say to my MBA stu¬ 
dents is that if you want to be 
successful in the future, you 
have to develop the skills to

understand and ask the ques¬ 
tion: ‘How do I motivate my 
employees in different parts of 
the world?’” says Meyer. 

Uncertain about how you 
can develop a successful part¬ 
nership with a team of software 
engineers in India or a group of 
accountants in Sweden? Meyer 
says that a good manager can 
make things run smoothly de¬ 
spite been oceans away. 

Know when to call and when 
to email 

“If you can talk over the phone 
in order to build up that initial 
connection before you move 
to email, that’s always better,” 
says Meyer. “And even better 
than that is if you can do Skype, 
because once people have seen 
your face, then you can use 
that opportunity to get to know 
them a little bit and then you 
can move to more task-oriented 
media like email.” 

Try to break the ice 

Sometimes it’s not possible to 
ever meet your co-workers face- 
to-face, but that doesn’t mean 
you can’t make a connection. 
Meyer shares a stoiy of how one 
manager broke the ice with his 
team of young Indian program¬ 


mers by sending them YouTube 
videos of the latest pop songs, 
saying, “I love this song, this is 
what I love about it, it’s really 
hot in India right now — what 
do you think?” explains Meyer. 

Acknowledge your mistakes 

Unintentionally making an 
offensive remark happens, 
but there are ways to fix the 
damage. It is key to acknow¬ 
ledge your clumsiness and 
be open to change. Meyer 
says one of the managers 
she talked to won his team 
over with honestly. “It just 
didn’t occur to us that people 
in other parts of the world 
might be more focused on 
giving a softer relationship 
approach to things,” he says. 

Don’t be afraid to ask about 
cultural differences 

Sometimes the best way to 
avoid a cultural conflict is 
to simply talk to a trusted 
colleague about what you 
should do. “People love to 
talk about cultural differ¬ 
ences, as long as you make 
it sound like you think the 
other culture is positive and 
you talk your own culture in 
a humble way,” says Meyer.

The notorious hit happened 
on March 8, 2004. Bertuzzi, 


then playing for the Vancou¬ 
ver Canucks, hit Moore from 
behind, sending the Colorado 
Avalanche rookie crashing 
face-first to the ice and leaving 
him with a concussion and frac¬ 
tured vertebrae. 

Moore alleged the Canucks 
had put a bounty on his head 
following his check that in¬ 
jured their captain Markus Nas- 
lund. Bertuzzi pleaded guilty to 
criminal assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm for the hit and was 
sentenced in December 2004 
to one year probation and 80 
hours of community service.

Back in 1984, Chiysler wowed 
the auto world with its new 
Magic Wagon minivan. Fam¬ 
ilies couldn’t get enough of 
this practical machine and, 
pretty soon, just about every¬ 
body was offering one. 

Eventually, though, they 
were displaced by the rising 
popularity of SUVs and cross¬ 
overs. Only a few are offered 
today, including the original 
— the Dodge Grand Caravan. 


It starts at $27,995 for the 
base Canada Value Package 
trim, although various incen¬ 
tives bring its selling price 
much lower. My tester was 
the SXT Plus, which starts at 
$34,495 before rebates, and 
includes second-row Stow 
’n’ Go bucket seats that fold 
into the floor, a feature found 
exclusively in Chiysler’s 
minivans (the Grand Cara¬ 
van is also sold as the upscale 
Chrysler Town & Country). 

Mine also had such add¬ 
on options as a rear-seat DVD 
system, power sliding doors 
and liftgate, navigation, sat¬ 
ellite radio, and a front-seat 
floor console with a pull-out 
rear storage drawer. 

Those second-row seats 
fold into under-floor bins 
that can be used for hidden 
storage when the seats are 


upright, but to accommodate 
them, the front seats are set 
forward and high. I didn’t 
have any issues, but my taller 
husband complained that 
his knees were too close to 
the dash. Check the fit of all 


front-seat folks before you 
sign on the dotted line. 

All Grand Caravans use 
a 3.6-litre V6 engine that 
makes a healthy 283 horse¬ 
power, and does a great job of 
moving the van around, even

when it’s fully packed with 
passengers and gear.

The Grand Caravan scores 
well with a starting price 
below its rivals, its easily con¬ 
figurable interior, and lots 
of convenience features to 
make it easy to get the family 
where everyone needs to go.

This thing is a monster. Huge.

elephant and not a vehicle. It 
won’t fit it any garage that has 
a closing door. It has to live 
outside. 

Nor does it fit in any nor¬ 
mal parking spot, whether at 
the mall, on the street or at 
the coffee shop. 

Let me make this clear: 
You can park it at home, at 
the job site and at the veiy 
back of the mall lot, next to 
all the those weird vacation¬ 
ers overnighting with their 
motorhomes. But that’s pretty 
much it. 


The nice part about this 
particular Silverado HD is 
that it’s decked out inside 
with luxuiy-like trappings. 
For more than $75,000, one 
would expect nothing less, ex¬ 
cept the door panels are just 
functional plastic.

$10,000. It clobbers the base 
gasoline V8. 

The Allison six-speed 
automatic transmission adds 
$1,445. The $1,600 polished 
20-inch wheels cost nearly as 
much as the Z71 off-road pack¬ 
age. 

Because you’re dealing 
with a huge truck, eveiy add¬ 
on is bigger, with a matching 
cost. But most, like the back¬ 
up camera, climate control 
and Bose audio system, are 
much appreciated. 

Unfortunately, most of the 
real capability of this truck 
will go to waste, even by 
people who actually need such 
a workhorse.

There’s an all-new Sonata 
arriving at Hyundai deal¬ 
ers for 2015, meaning the 
2010 to ’14 generation 
of this break-out family 
sedan is now transitioning 
into used-car territory.

Test Drive 


If equipped with push¬ 
button start, ensure it works 
with all available key-fobs. 

Several owners have 
complained about the dif¬ 
ficulty of keeping this gen¬ 
eration of Sonata centred in 
its lane at highway speeds, 
likely due to the calibra¬ 
tion of the steering system, 
which is light, lazy and has 
no on-centre feel. The soft- 
set suspension doesn’t help, 
either. Some owners have 
had the steering system 
reprogrammed to be stiffen 

Although relatively rare, 
some owners have reported 
issues with their transmis¬ 
sions, from hard shifting 
and clunking right up to 
transmission failure and re¬ 
placement under warranty. 


Test your used car with an eye 
for unwelcome transmission 
behaviour during light, moder¬ 
ate and hard acceleration, and 
have any surprises, roughness 
or odd sounds checked out. 

Other issues include pre¬ 
mature starter motor failure, 
stinky air conditioner output, 
and a high-pressure fuel pump 
that’s pricey to repair if it fails. 
The Check Engine light may 
illuminate if the pump is on its 
way out, so be on the lookout. 

You should also confirm the 
frequency of oil changes, espe¬ 
cially on the turbo, since fresh 
oil is key to turbocharger life.

Young British drivers are the 
most likely in Europe to snap 
a smartphone self-portrait 
when they should have two 
eyes on the road and two 
hands on the wheel. 

In a survey of 7,000 18-to- 
24-year-olds across Europe, 
50 per cent admitted they 
had taken a photo while driv¬ 
ing, while one in four said 
they had taken a selfie. 

Although the worrying 
trend is most prevalent in the 


U.K., 28 per cent of German 
and French respondents also 
said they’d snapped them¬ 
selves behind the wheel, 
putting them in joint second 
place. At the other end of the 
scale, Belgian drivers were 
the least likely to take a selfie 
(17 per cent). 

Away from snapshots, 
25 per cent of respondents 
have accessed social media 
sites while driving. Yet when 
asked if they thought such 


activities were dangerous, 95 
per cent said “yes.” 

Ford, which commis¬ 
sioned the survey, is more 
than a little concerned by the 
findings. It calculates that 
snapping a selfie takes an 
average of 14 seconds, while 
a quick glance at a social 
media site takes 20 seconds. 
If a car is travelling at 100 
km/h, that means that every 
20 seconds it has covered a 
distance of 555 metres — the 


equivalent of more than five 
Canadian football fields — all 
while the driver is looking 
away from the road. 

A similar study in 2012 
found that talking on the 
phone was young drivers’ 
biggest crime — 44 per cent 
of all respondents admitted 
to doing so, with Russian and 
Swedish drivers (70 per cent) 
being the most likely and 
U.K. drivers (15 per cent) the 
least likely, afp

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Car-bike turf wars destined to heat up

How about that driver who 
was caught on camera a 
couple of weeks ago, driv¬ 
ing down one of Vancouver’s 
separated and dedicated bike 
lanes? I guess I laughed when 
I saw the video on YouTube. It 
had a charming Charlie Chap¬ 
lin vibe I thought. 

But maybe I shouldn’t 
have laughed — the driver’s 
actions almost caused one 
pedestrian and one cyclist to 
invest in some rural real es¬ 
tate (“buy the farm”). 

At any rate, the video got 
me, and a lot of others, think¬ 
ing about the relationship be¬ 
tween drivers and bicyclists. 


They’ve always had an uneasy 
relationship, but things are 
looking to get even hairier in 
the next few years, as cities 
deal with gridlock and look 
to revitalize their inner cores. 

To that latter point, this 
past Sunday morning, Toron¬ 
to held a pilot project called 
Open Streets TO, where ma¬ 
jor portions of Bloor and 
Yonge streets were closed 
to vehicle use. Similar Open 
Streets projects have been 
successful in other major cit¬ 
ies, including New York, L.A., 
Paris and Mexico City. 

I suspect most of the hard 
lines taken by either bike or 
car fundamentalists are a 
result of the nature of their 
relationship — the forced 
sharing of precious and finite 
resources, in this case, public 
pavement. Nothing like a turf 
war to get your guard up. 

The other element at play 
is that serious bicyclists and 
dedicated motorists tend to 
be born that way. 

There are certainly con¬ 
verts going either way, but 
car people and bike people 
tend to be loyal to their re¬ 
spective teams. 


Earlier this summer, I used 
my bicycle for part of my 
journey to Chrysler Canada, 
where I was to pick up a test 
vehicle. I arrived at the same 
time as fellow auto scribe 
David Booth. He was aghast 
at my choice of transport and 


wanted to revoke my auto 
journalist decoder ring. 

And consider this quote 
from Grant Peterson, the 
noted American bicycling 
advocate, author, and pro¬ 
prietor of Rivendell Bicycle 
Works: 


“Eveiy now and then, a re¬ 
porter gets a bike commuter 
to say high gas prices drove 
him to it, but I’m skeptical. 

“I think most people, shot 
full of truth serum, would 
agree that even $5 per gallon 
is a bargain for independent 


travel up to at least 60 miles, 
with all you can fit into a car, 
from delicate flowers and 
chandeliers to infants and 
elderly folks. Try doing that 
on a bike or public transport.” 

He adds his bicycle-com¬ 
muting ways also have noth¬ 
ing to do with a desire to do 
something green. 

He does it because he 
doesn’t like driving, but loves 
bicycling, and loves how it 
keeps him fit. 

These are “personal pay¬ 
offs,” he says, “not philan¬ 
thropic or far-seeing green 
ones, and I think that’s the 
same for anybody.” 

If the goal is to get more 
people out of their cars and 
onto bikes, he figures it will 
take much more than cheer¬ 
leading and current gas 
prices. 

For the most part then, 
people who love cars will 
keep driving, and people who 
love bikes will keep riding. 

So we have lots of work 
ahead, to keep them both 
achieving their mutual goal 
of getting around, along with 
the biker’s other goal of stay¬ 
ing out of the ER department.
